R. Chase of Concord 
Leads Suggestion 
Award Recipients 

A Concord employe, Robert Chase, 
of the Tantalum Pellet Preparation 
Department, joined the select group 
of suggestion winners in the “over 
$1,000” category. His three combin¬ 
ed ideas, all pertaining to the Vasco 
Sentering Furnace, were awarded a 
total of $1,031.17. 

Mr. Chase has held the top award 
position in Concord since September 
1964 when he was presented a check 
for $696 for an accepted idea. He 
has been a consistent contributor to 
the Suggestion program since 1961 
and to date has been awarded a total 
of $2,257.17. His outstanding record 
should be an inspiration to all of us 
who may have faltered and hesitated 
about submitting an idea. 

At another branch operation, Van- 
dalia, two thoughtful employes each 
received a $300 award for their joint 
suggestion on an improved procedure 
for shipment of material from the 
Vandalia Plant. It is estimated that 
their idea will save in the neighbor¬ 
hood of $4,000 in shipping charges in 
one year. 

In North Adams, the top winner at 
the last Suggestion Committee meet¬ 
ing was Clara Robert of the Research 
Center Library. She received $170 
for an idea to modify the ordering 
procedure in the Library. 

Literally thousands of possibilities 
are present in departments throughout 
the Company for alert employes to 
devise better and more economical 
means of performing manufacturing 
functions. The best qualified person, 
in most instances, is the person on the 
job each day. Look around in your 
area. What is your suggestion? 


Service award ceremonies are tra¬ 
ditionally the high point of Company 
social activities each year. Inaugu¬ 
rating this year’s program was the 
annual Quarter Century Club dinner 
held on September 9 at Baxter Hall, 
Williams College, Williamstown, 
Massachusetts. Eight new members 
were welcomed into the group to join 
the 261 present active members. 

This year’s group was small in com¬ 
parison to the large numbers expected 
to join the ranks in the next few years. 
In 1966 it is anticipated more than 80 
new members will be added and a 
group nearly 100 strong are expected 
in 1967. These extremely large 


additions will make it necessary to 
limit attendance to members only, 
with only those being admitted to 
membership allowed to bring a guest. 
Long service employes have always 
looked forward to the annual dinner 
as a chance to renew their friendships 
with former associates now employed 
in different areas, and also as a chance 
to visit with retired employes who are 
members of the group. 

20-15 Year Dinners 

This year’s 20-year Service Award 
group was also relatively small with 
27 employes throughout the Company 
receiving awards. Twenty-four of 
the group are located in North Adams 
and one each in the Boston Legal 
Office, Ashe County, North Carolina, 
and Visalia, California. 

In contrast to the two small groups, 
the 15-year awards are the largest 
ever given in a single year. A total 
of 378joined the 15year ranks in 1965. 
To accommodate this large group and 
their guests three dinners were held 
at Taconic Park Restaurant in 
Williamstown, Massachusetts. The 
first 102 employes were invited to join 
the 20-year people at their dinner on 
September 29. On October 20 and 
27 the remaining group were honored 
and received their pins. 

Robert C. Sprague, Chairman of 
the Board and Chief Executive 
Officer, spoke to both the Quarter 
Century and 20-15 year groups. At 
the two October dinners Ernest L. 
Ward, President, was the speaker.

R. C. Sprague Speaks 
At Award Dinners 

Speaking to the groups at both the 
Quarter Century dinner and the 20-1 5 
year Banquet, Robert C. Sprague, 
Chairman of the Board and Chief 
Executive Officer, discussed many 
points of general interest to all Sprague 
Electric employes. 

He noted that so far in 1965 several 
notable Company records have been 
set. In June, our worldwide employ¬ 
ment total broke the 10,000 mark for 
the first time, and a new first half 
high in sales was recorded when we 
exceeded the 50 million dollar level 
for the first time. Mr. Sprague also 
announced that during the first half 
of this year the Company’s total sales 
—from the time of the first Tone 
Control to the present—exceeded the 
one billion dollar mark. All three of 
these facts are significant indications 
that the Company is growing and 
progressing at a most satisfactory rate. 

At the 20-15 year dinner, Mr. 
Sprague discussed Sprague Electric’s 
involvement in space and defense 
business. He noted that “today there 
are so many defense and space projects 
it is almost impossible to be familiar 
with all of them. However, without 
any fear of contradiction, I can tell 
you that not a single United States 
missile is launched today that does not 
contain Sprague components.” 

Mr. Sprague also stressed the high

Certified Supplier For Martin 

Sprague Electric Company’s Semiconductor Division has become the first 
transistor and integrated circuit manufacturer approved by the Martin 
Company as a fully qualified critical part supplier for the Titan III. The 
Sprague Semiconductor Division is supplying high reliability planar tran¬ 
sistors to Martin. 

The award was presented at the Sprague Semiconductor Division plant in 
Concord, New Hampshire. Warren G. Lyman, Chief of Supplier Quality 
from Martin, Denver, A. W. Dehne, Inter Divisional Quality Manager from 
Martin, Baltimore, and R. D. Westervelt, the Martin Field Representative 
covering the Sprague Semiconductor Division, presented the award to H. 
Kenneth Ishler, Vice President, Semiconductor Division. A letter indicating 
the Semiconductor Division’s facility and manufacturing program have been 
reviewed and found fully acceptable was presented. Also, in accordance 
with Martin’s policy of investing complete quality responsibility with those 
vendors able to meet their requirements, a Martin acceptance stamp was 
presented. With this stamp, the Sprague Semiconductor Division will be 
able to make shipments of high reliability parts directly to Martin without the 
presence of a Martin Field Inspector. 

In presenting the award, Mr. Lyman described the importance of the 
decision on the part of the Martin Company and its possible impact on the 
success of Martin’s Aerospace Programs. He pointed out that quality has 
been and continues to be the primary factor in the success of Martin’s Aero¬ 
space Program.

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Dr. Frederick Fowkes Describes His 
Impressions of Life in Soviet Russia 


“Aside from the scientific aspects, 
I found life in Russia very interesting, 
and quite different from Western 
countries. The basic aim of full 
employment leads to a proliferation of 
menial jobs (street sweepers, etc.), 
of red tape, and of indifference to 
efficient work habits. Many of the 
scientists and administrators are wo¬ 
men, and women do all sorts of jobs 
normally done by men in Western 
countries. I got the impression that 
the women have more enthusiasm for 
the system than the men. 

"Salaries vary from 90 rubles ($1.11 
per ruble) to 300 rubles per month 
for factory workers through factory 
managers and most scientists. Rents 
and simple foods are cheap and 
medicine and education are free. 
Thus scientists don’t live much better 
than workers, although they do enjoy 
much prestige. I understand, how¬ 
ever, that ballet dancers and miners 
are paid more than most scientists. 
Of course the very top scientists, such 
as members of the Academy of Sci¬ 
ence, do have many fringe benefits 
such as large private homes,chauffeur- 
driven limousines, etc. People can 
now buy apartments (at 3.5 rubles per 
square foot) and automobiles, so 
personal property does exist in Russia. 

“Transportation is of good quality, 
especially the subway. There are 
many buses, taxis and trucks. Trains 
arc diesel-electric and used a good 
deal. Canals are used for both 
freight and passenger service, with 
many high-speed hydrofoil boats. 
The three Moscow airports I saw 
were about the size of Bradley Field, 
but had more planes standing in re¬ 
serve. I flew on a Tu-104B jet (100 
passengers); this has two very large 
fan-jet engines, no reverse thrust, and 
sometimes used two drag-chutes for 
slowing the plane after landing; the 
interior is strictly Victorian, however. 
I saw several different kinds of 
Russian planes, from a copy of a DC-3 
through large 4-jet-prop high-wing 
planes to the very iarge (700 pas¬ 
senger?) low-wing planes with four 
large jet-prop engines having two 
propellers each (I saw 6-8 of these at 
the Sheremetyov Airoport). 

“Architecture is rather Victorian 
in style; hotels, the board of trade, 
and the University were built 7-12 


years ago in the same style we used in 
Atlantic City in 1900. The interior 
of these buildings often looks as worn 
and frayed as a 60-year old building 
in this country; this is probably due to 
shoddy workmanship. However, the 
new Palace of Congresses in the Krem¬ 
lin is as modern as the Lincoln Center 
in New York, and is in beautiful 
condition. Our opening and closing 
ceremonies and banquet were held 
here; these were most lavish and 
impressive. 

“The Russians make much of 
music, ballet, art, and books. Rec¬ 
ords and books are very cheap and 
very good quality, the ballet is the 
best of all, and the art museums are 
outstanding (no charge). Classical 
music is most common, but American 
jazz is played in the hotel dining 
rooms. 

“The Russian people were very 
kind to us. The room-maid ironed 
my rumpled undershirts of her own 
volition. Two scientists took me 
shopping and bought a doll for my 
daughter and two books for me as 
presents. Other visitors had many 
similar happy experiences. 

“If I had the opportunity to go 
again, I would gladly go, but only for 
a visit.”

Robert C. Sprague, Jr., Senior Vice President of Corporate Relations, ap¬ 
peared as a witness at the Civil Aeronautics Board hearing in San Francisco 
recently.

In his remarks to the Board Mr. Sprague noted that “in a highly competitive 
industry where delivery is an important factor to continued success, we have 
relied heavily on air cargo to deliver our products to our customers. In re¬ 
turn, we have depended on air cargo to deliver rush material to our Visalia 
facility, thereby ensuring delivery promises. 

“We have estimated that over eighteen tons of cargo have been shipped by 
plane during the last twelve months. Air service is an essential part of our 
doing business, as is passenger service. This allows visitors from other Sprague 
facilities, as well as visitors from other manufacturing and military facilities, to 
conveniently visit our Visalia plant.” 

Continued air service to Visalia is vitally important to the future growth of 
the city, and to the Sprague Electric plant.

They 
are volunteer readers and monitors 
at the Williamstown (Massachusetts) 
Branch of the Berkshire County Unit 
for Recording for the Blind, Inc., who 
record books for blind students and 
professional people. Sometimes 
books required by these blind students 
are difficult to read l>ecause they 
require from the reader a special 
training or knowledge. Among these 
are books in the technical field, and 
it is in this area that the Sprague 
Electric Company has been most 
helpful. Among the Sprague men 
who have volunteered their services 
are Walter Horbert and Michael 
Hutchinson, who have read “Radio 
and Television Receiver Trouble¬ 
shooting and Repair”, which was 
requested by Elmer M ah lone of 
Brooklyn, New York, who has been 
blind since 4J4 years of age. He 
attended Union College in Lincoln. 
Nebraska, the New York Institute for 
the Blind and the Greater New York 
Academy. These recordings have 
helped him advance in his principal 
interest in radio and television work.

blind since birth. A brilliant student, 
he is attending the Riviera Junior 
High School in Miami. “The 
Theory of Group” has also been re¬ 
quested and recorded for Dr. Irving 
Bentsen, a teacher at New Brunswick, 
New Jersey, whose blindness began 
when he was fourteen years old.

Dr. J. Sprague Named 
To Advisory Council 

Dr. John L. Sprague, Senior Vice 
President, Research and Develop¬ 
ment, has been appointed by Gov¬ 
ernor John A. Volpe to the nine mem¬ 
ber Massachusetts Education Ad¬ 
visory Council which is the corner¬ 
stone of the state’s new educational 
structure. 

The council will have much to say 
on policy matters in the new table of 
organization which went into effect 
late in September with the adoption 
this year of the so-called Willis Edu¬ 
cational Act. Under this act there 
is an 11 member Board of Education 
to replace the existing 10 member 
board. The new board will not be 
largely composed of professional ed¬ 
ucators as the outgoing board has 
been. 

The Advisory Council will not only 
oversee policy but will advise the 
governor on educational matters and 
will provide him with lists of qualified 
candidates to fill vacancies on the 
various boards. 

Under the law no more than five 
persons of any one political party 
could be appointed to the Advisory 
Council. Governor Volpe chose to 
name four Republicans, four Demo¬ 
crats and one Independent. 


Sanford, Maine Plant 
For Solid Tantalums 

A 19,000 square foot Industrial 
Development Corporation shell lo¬ 
cated in Sanford, Maine has been 
acquired by the Sprague Electric 
Company for the production of solid 
tantalum capacitors. In announcing 
the acquistion Robert C. Sprague, 
Chairman of the Board and Chief 
Executive Officer, stated that a total 
employment in the neighborhood of 
300 is expected. 

Anticipated increased demand for 
solid tantalum capacitors prompted 
the acquisition in Sanford. Other 
substantial facilities for these products 
are located in Concord and Plymouth, 
New Hampshire and in Ponce, Puerto 
Rico. The availability of the shell, 
the proximity to other Sprague solid 
tantalum manufacturing and the 
local labor supply were contributing 
factors in the selection of the Sanford

SAFETY GLASSES 

What are safety glasses? 

How does an ordinary, brittle glass 
spectacle lens become a shatter-re¬ 
sistant safety lens that can protect your 
eyes from the hazards of an accidental 
blow to the face, a flying projectile, or 
a fall? 

The most frequently employed 
method of increasing the impact 
resistance of spectacle glass is a heat 
treatment process, often called case 
hardening. After all grinding and 
polishing operations are completed, 
the lens is inserted into an electrically 
heated furnace. The lens, on the 
basis of its thickness and tint, is 
heated a given number of minutes to 
temperatures well beyond 1000° 
Fahrenheit. 


investigate credit history in granting 
a loan. The loan limits and con¬ 
ditions of security arc determined by 
the Board of Directors, but the 
Corhmittee has sole discretion to loan 
or not to loan. 

The Credit Union grants personal, 
signature and co-signed loans, ap¬ 
pliance loans, and motor vehicle loans 
as cash for loans is available. When 
surplus cash is low, the motor vehicle 
loan class is suspended and preference 
given to the personal loan. 


by this Committee which resulted in 
many new members and increases in 
present deductions. The drive took 
the form of a cider and donut break 
held in the cafeteria for all shifts dur¬ 
ing regular lunch and break periods. 


The lenses arc then suddenly 
chilled with jets of cold air, creating a 
surface layer of compressed glass and 
a more slowly cooling inner core. The 
vast difference in cooling time 
between the surface and core creates 
radial tension lines against the surface 
compression. This inner stress in¬ 
creases the resistance of the lens, 
particularly to large, relatively low 
velocity missiles, as much as ten times 
over that of non heat treated glass. 
To qualify as an approved safety lens, 
the heat treated lens must withstand 
the impact of a steel ball dropped 
from 50 inches above onto its front 
surface, and pass other equally de¬ 
manding tests, any of which would 
smash an ordinary lens into needle 
sharp fragments.

Responsibility for the security of 
the Credit Union’s assets and the 
integrity of its accounting system 
rests with the Su|x*rvisory Committee.

reliability requirements of many de¬ 
fense and space contracts. He stated 
that we are supplying components in 
which we anticipate only one failure 
out of 1,000 pieces in use for a year. 
In many government contracts stand¬ 
ard industrial parts are used and are 
subjected to further testing to certify 
them to the military specifications. 
Today’s special requirements for so 
many space and defense efforts make 
it imperative that each and every unit 
produced be of the highest quality 
possible. 

Satellite Anna 

As a case in point Mr. Sprague told 
an interesting story about the first all- 
geodetic satellite: 

“With the launching of Satellite 
Anna, about 2J4 years ago, Sprague 
aluminum electrolytic capacitors were 
employed in an orbital satellite for the 
first time. Anna’s optical beacon 
flashes signals from the satellite 'to 
ranging stations to more precisely 
locate worldwide target areas, to make 
possible more accurate orbital plan¬ 
ning and to improve surface and air 
navigation. At the time of the launch 
it was anticipated that the capacitors 
would be emitting signals for about 
six months. The six months period 
is long since past, and now, 2 Vi years 
later, the signals are still being faith¬ 
fully relayed to the ranging station. 
I understand some members of the 
Armed Services may be a bit unhappy 
with us at this point since they agreed 
to record the data as long as it was re¬ 
ceived. Frankly, I should be pleased 
to have Anna continue reporting for 
many months to come!” 

In closing Mr. Sprague commented 
that “the consistent attention to detail 
—that little extra effort to see that the 
job is performed to the best of your 
ability—these are the things which 
make the difference between a good 
company and an exceptional one.”
